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GUGGEHHEIM MUSEUM TO BE SUBJECT OF ART MUSEUM SPEAKER 

FRAKK LLOYD mGHT AND THE GUGGENHEIM MUSEUJ^ will be the subject 
of Thomas M. Folds when he lectures at The Cleveland Museum of Art on 
Friday April 7 at S:i5 p.m» The speaker is Dean of Education at 
The Metropolitan Museum of Art in Nev; York. 

Folds will analyze Wright ^s ideas in designing the controversial 
museum * questions which have puzzled many visitors. Why did the great 
architect choose a spiral form - did he believe this v/as the most 
functional background for the display of objects, or had he merely become 
obsessed with the spiral as a fascinating architectural motif in the 
development of his own style? 

Folds will relate the Guggenheim to the work of Le Corbusier 
and other contemporary European architects, and will discuss whether the 
Guggenheim should be judged as a functional museum, as a work of art, 
or both. 

The lecture is open free to the public and will be held in the 
Museum’s auditorium.
